Reform Hasn't Yet Made Bid

NEW YORK (NJP)—Projected 
co-operation between the Re- 
form and Conservative move- 
ments to introduce non-Orthodox 
Judaism into Israel has not yet 
reached the talking stage. 

THE SUGGESTION of joint 
action was contained in a reso- 
lution passed by the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis (Re- 
form) at its annual convention 
in Chicago early last month. 

It was accepted almost im- 
mediately for the Conservative 
movement by Rabbi Wolfe Kel- 
man, executive director of the 
Rabbinical Assembly. 

BUT ALTHOUGH a full month 
has passed since Rabbi Kelman’s 
endorsement of the co-operative 
program, negotiations for its im- 
plementation have not yet begun. 

“As far as I know nothing has 
been done,” a spokesman for Sid- 
ney Regner, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the CCAR, told The POST 
and OPINION. Regner, the 
spokesman said, left on vacation 
soon after the convention ended 
and is not expected back until 
next week. 

RABBI Jacob Philip Rudin, of 
Great Neck, L. I., president of 
the CCAR, is also on vacation 
until Sept.- 1.

They urge a strengthen- 
ing by the Western powers of 
the Baghdad countries, Jordan, 
Lebanon and Israel as a bulwark 
against further communist en- 
croachment in the Middle East. 

AS EXPECTED, strongly op- 
posed to an appeasement policy 
is Senator Jacob Javits (R., N.Y.)

serism and Arab _ nationalism, 
Senator Javits warned that Nas- 
ser, with Russian connivance, is 
bent upon absorbing each of the 
independent Arab countries and 
that it is to the interest of the 
free world to oppose him.

He was not born in America. 
That is ‘reason, surely, for 
scrutinizing a candidate: be- 
cause the foreign-born citizen 
may not have grown up in the 
atmosphere of American tradi- 
tion. But is it reason for re- 
jecting him out of hand?

His ancesters were Jewish. 
Is that, in itself, reason for re- 
jecting a candidate? There are 
many Jews who are unfit for 
public office. But does it follow 
that all Jews are? that we 
should rule a man out solely 
because he’s a Jew? After all, 
the Jews had established a high 
civilization when our Anglo- 
Saxon ancestors were barbar- 
ians. After all, too, the founder 
of the Christian religion was a 
Jew. , 
He had a foreign accent. Now 
that must have proved a handi- 
cap to Mr. Rollman in making 
himself understood, in speech. 
But would anybody suggest he 
failed to make himself quite 
well understood, via the printed 
word? After all, was it the 
handicap the accent imposed on 
the candidate that may have 
cost him votes, or was it what 
the voters thought when they 
heard the accent? 

This is no defense of Mr. 
Roliman. 

It is a defense of American 
fairness and honesty. 

Are those things — foreign 
birth, ancestry, an accent— 
really good reasons for voting 
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against a candidate? Or are 
they—and let’s be honest with 
ourselves—prejudices ? 

Those questions demand 
answers.

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Goldmann Presents Plan 
Of Jewish ‘Neutrality’ 


LONDON (NJP) — Joel Cang, 
foreign editor of The Jewish 
Chronicle, reporting to his paper 
from the World Jewish Confer- 
ence executive meeting in Gen- 
eva, presented Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann’s new 
formulation. of 
what should be 
the Jewish atti- 
tude in the 
present East- 
West crisis. 

CANG epi- 
teomized Gold- 
mann’s outlook 
as one calling 
for “a doctrine 
of Jewish neu-

trality.” 
Cang wrote: 


“As a people, he (Goldmann) 
said, Jews must discipline them- 
selves to an attitude of strict 
neutrality between the two 
blocs. Individual Jews and Jew- 
ish communities had, of course, 
the right to take up a position 
on the various issues which 
separated the two conflicting 
camps. But collectively, as a 
people, Jewish policy must be 
a neutral one. At the same time. 
he urged Jews the world over 
to do their utmost to help in 
reducing the acute friction be- 
tween Russia and the Great 
Powers in the free world. 


Dr. Goldmann did not state 
explicitly whether Israel, too, 
should always follow the same 
policy of neutrality and es- 
pecially what she should do 
in the fresh conflict in the 
Middle East. But it is clear that 
were Dr. Goldmann to be given 
a greater say in Israel’s for- 
eign policy, which he aspires 
to obtain, and, indeed, may 
one day, and deservedly, se- 
cure, he would follow a line 
of neutrality between East and 
West. 


CANG REPORTED that many

HOW UNITED STATES ACTION CAN STEER WORLD TO PEACE OR WAR 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA—We understand that the recent turn 
of events in the Middle East came as a great 
surprise and shock to the Department of State. 
Someone in Congress, I believe, has called for an 
investigation of America’s intelligence agencies 
overseas. How could these things have happened 

: : without some advance awareness 
in those Washington circles which 
are presumed to be America’s 
authoritative experts in the Mid- 
dle East? 

The fact is that there were 
ample warnings—and they began 
: as far back as before the Sinai 
: campaign. 
eet ¥ Israelis today no longer have 
bo. ; any satisfaction in saying “I told 

ALPERT you so.” Nor is there any p!easure 
in having seen our advice and warnings—ignored 
and flouted at the time by Mr. Dulles—so fully 
vindicated by the turn of events. 

At a time when not an American newspaper, 
to my knowledge, paid any serious attention to 
Iraq, an important Zionist periodical in London, 
the Jewish Observer and Middle East Review, went 
to press a week ahead of the Iraqi revolt with 
the ominous headline: “Iraq—Something is About 
to Happen.” 

The fact remains that those responsible for the 
administration of American foreign policy have 
again and again shown an almost organic incapacity 
to understand the mentality and the thinking pro- 
cesses of the Arab world. 








Landing of American troops in Lebanon, the 
first serious show of a strong hand, was a step 
in the right direction, except that it came two 
years too late! When Britain, France and Israel, 
anxious to nip in the bud the growing threat of 
Nasserism, found it necessary, in self-defense, to 
invade the Suez Canal area, it was the American 
government which cried out in righteous moral 
indignation and pointed an accusing finger at its 
own allies. Nasser was overnight transformed into 
a hero. ? 

AS THE SITUATION worsened, and two years 
later, Mr. Dulles saw the Middle East and its oil 
resources beginning to eddy around in the vortex 
of a Soviet-Nasser whirlpool, and he ordered ex- 
actly the same kind of intervention which he had 
so roundly. condemned earlier. 

Make no mistake about this:. American troops 
are not welcome in Lebanon. In the eyes of the 
populace they are a foreign invading army, and 
if the Lebanese were permitted to choose between 
invasion by the army of another Arab state or in- 
vasion by the army of a large western state, they 
would choose the Arabs, who are closer to them 
in culture and civilization. But when troops are 
on the march, in consonance with an important 
national objective, there are always explanations 
and justifications on all sorts of moral and political 
grounds. 


THE UNITED STATES is now at last physic- 
ally involved in the Middle East. Any softness at 


_this stage, any attempt to placate Nasser and win 


him over to apparent co-operation, will spell the 


end of American influence in this part of the 
world, where only strength is respected. 

The true danger, of course, is that Dulles and 
Eisenhower will not have the courage to pursue 
their present program to its full conclusions. 

If the landings in Lebanon had been part of 
a_consistent policy, we would have reason for 
optimism. But some observers fear that the leap 
into Lebanon was a frightened, automatic, reflex 
action, rather than a reasoned and planned-out 
action. 

Under the circumstances, it is likely that Wash- 
ington will seek some excuse to withdraw apolo- 
getically from the area either on flimsy pretext 
that the desired ends have been won—or by offer- 
ing a sacrifice which will for the time being satisfy 
the hunger of the modern Pharaoh. 


THAT SACRIFICE may very likely be Israel. 

It is less than 20 years since Czechoslovakia 
was the lamb led to slaughter, yet responsible lead- 
ers have not yet learned where appeasement leads. 

If American leadership is strong, determined, 
bold. and vigilant, unwavering in the face of threat, 
there will be no danger, and the world will be 
steered back into the path of peace. But if Wash- 
ington proves weak, faltering, appeasing—the world 
will slip lower into the abyss and an inevitable 
catastrophic war. 

What a mighty responsibility rests on the 
shoulders of those men in Washington! And how 
often in the past they have shown an incapacity 
to handle or understand serious situations. Surely 
the answer to the world’s crisis is in Washington 


today.

of the city’s priestess-queen for 
the ensuing 12 months. At the 
end of this time the king must 
die, to be replaced by the winner 
of the next contest.” 


“THE QUEEN of Eleusis gives 
Theseus (the novel’s hero) no 
choice but to battle to become 
her escort. ‘What is a man to 
choose?’ she demands (as quoted 
by the Times reviewer). ‘Woman 
bears him; he grows up and 
seeds like grass, and falls into 
the furrow. Only the Mother, who 
brings forth men and gods and 
gathers them again, sits at the 
hearthstone of the universe and 
lives forever.” 

I must say I like this juxtapo- 
sition of the sexes as little as I 
do the society in which women 
are considered as mere chattel 
by man, subhuman compared to 
him.

Some New Singing Goes Right Back to Shtetl

Nine years ago in April the 
first of these columns appeared 
in The POST, and it behooves us 
today to return to the subject 
of our first exploration irito the 
field of Jewish culture.

Here are songs as modern as 
the previous ones were intro- 
spective. 

Miss Deganith is a graceful 
and sensitive interpreter who 
elevates these selections to the 
status of art. There is drama 
and hope in her voice, faith, and 
a completeness of understand 
ing. Here is not only a jove for 
Israel, but for all that Israel 
implies, and this encircles the 
hallowed history of Judaism 
from mystically Biblical times 
to tomorrow. 


SOMEWHERE IN the over- 
tones are echoes of the dead, 
tragic shtetl. 

Miss Deganith is often thrill- 
ing. She is ably and delicately 
aided by musical arrange- 
ments in which the scoring is 
complementary not merely to the 
words but to mood, and in which 
the use of piano is skillfully 
woven into the texture of the 
song. 

WE HAVE exclaimed befor2 
over the basso attraction of Hillel 
Raveh who with his wife, as 
Hillel and Aviva, has made sev- 
eral recordings in this country 
of the folk songs of Israel and 
the Near East. Now he can he 
heard alone on an Elektra re- 
lease of “Russian Folk Songs,” 
accompanied on the guitar by 
Anatoly Malukoff.

HILLEL WAS born in Russia 
and brought to Israel when he 
was a child.

THE WRONG WAY 


WE FEAR THE Israeli artists are barking up the 
wrong tree in seeking to set up a wall against outside 
competition. 

So enthusiastic has been the reception the Israelis 
have given to artists and troupes, from ballet to stage 
shows to individual performers, from other parts of the 
world, that the Israeli writers, composers, journalists “and 
actors have asked the Knesset (NJP, July 18, 25) for a 
law stemmirfg this tide. 

WE CAN UNDERSTAND the frustration of Israeli 
artists and writers, but to set up a ban keeping out foreign 
performers would harm most those who ask for such a ban. 

The glamour attached to a foreign troupe may affect 
the earning power of Israeli artists, but it also helps to 
put standards at a high enough level so that Israel can 
in time hope to compete on the world market by exporting 
some of her stars. 

IT IS DIFFICULT to sell this kind of theory to. the 
Israeli artist at this time, so we hope that the Knesset will 
turn a deaf ear to their plea. The way to wipe out compe- 
tition is to do the job better. There is no second way. 


CONFUSES US 


YOU HAVE TO have the kind of a mind that can 
figure out the intracacies of a nuclear equation to under- 
stand that attitude of the constituted Jewish authorities 
in connection with the opening of public schools in Los 
Angeles on the first day of Rosh Hashana. 

The Los Angeles Jewish Community Council, backed 
(NJP, July 25) by both the National Community Relations 
Advisory Council and the Synagogue Council of America, 
refused to suggest a change in date on the theory that 
this is a breach in the wall of separation of church and 
state in American democracy. 

NOW WE’RE SURE that the L. A. school authorities 
didn’t purposefully choose Sept. 15 as school-opening day 
just because it was a major Jewish holiday. So there’s 
no question of prejudice. 

But what astounds us is the apologetic view of the 
recognized Jewish authorities. The L. A. Jewish Commun- 
ity Council stated that it refrained from demanding that 
the school calendar be shifted. 

BUT THERE WAS no intimation of an apology by 
‘ the school authorities or even a promise that a similar sit- 
uation would be avoided in another year by an inspection 
of a Jewish calendar in this, the second largest Jewish 
community in America. 

We appreciate the arrangements made by the school 
authorities so that Jewish students might register in the 
week prior to Sept. 15. But what is the difference in this 
injection of religious needs into the public school system 
and a change in the date to Sept. 17 as was done in the 
schools of neighboring Beverly Hills? 


THE WAY TO LOOK AT IT 


If you take a young high school boy who has been 
sheltered to whatever extent he has been in his family 
and put him onto a college campus almost despite his 
religious upbringing, whether Jew or non-Jew, this young- 
ster isn’t going to be seriously interested in organized 
religion. 

THIS IS THE TIME of life when the youngster be- 
gins to stand on his own, to question everything about 
him, and to be introduced into a new world where every- 
thing is his (we were going to say oyster) dish of tea. 

During these years, a Hillel director seeks to reach 
him, and finds most often that he cannot because he has 
nothing with which to gain a hold. 


BUT YOU TAKE these same young people 10 and 15 
years later, and they are the mainstays of our congrega- 
tions. In fact, so active are they, that the criticism is 

tivity has replaced faith. 
aul But wholes the motivation, the Jewish leadership 
accepts gratefully the interest of these same people who 
on the campus never walked into the Hillel House. 


WE DON’T KNOW what the Jewish college youngster 
will be like 25 years hence, when the Jewish community’s 
direction will be more affirmative, but we suspect that on 
the college campus, the most distraught person will still 
be the Hillel director. 

Only those Hillel directors who understand what is 
going on and who have developed a philosophical atti- 
tude will not lose their hair during these days. And the 
wise parents and the wise Jewish community will under- 
stand, too, and although it will seek to change the pat- 
tern, it won’t condemn and outlaw, but will work toward 
improving and perfecting the agencies involved in giving 
the Jewish youth an appreciation of his heritage. 
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THE ATTACK by Dr. H. Bernard Birn- 
baum (NJP, July 25) on Emanuel Neumann, 
president of the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, is Dr. Birnbaum’s privilege. He blames 
all the ills of the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica on the president who is seeking a third 
term. 

Dr. Neumann has to expect just such po- 
litical broadsides against him. He invited them 
by permitting this fabrication of a “draft” 
so that he could be elected—if the constitution 
is first revised—for a third year in office.

As Dr. Silver’s right hand man in and 
before 1948 and since in his own right, he 
has played a conspicuous role in every Zion- 
ist endeavor. 

What's more, Dr. Neumann is still cre- 
ative, as witness his almost single-handed 
establishment of the Herzl institute, which is 
probably American Zionism’s most-important 
cultural contribution to the American Jewish 
scene, 


BUT WE HAVE opposed Dr. Neumann 
on his election to a third term. We would 
oppose Rabbi Silver, too, and most certainly 
there is no man who comes close to the 
Cleveland rabbi as U. S.’s leading Zionist. 

We believe that the great weakness of 
American Jewry is this tendency of the leader- 
Ship to hold on long past the time when 
it should have retired gracefully. 


THAT THERE IS no one person who 
will stand up to oppose Dr. Neumann only 
proves this point. 

All of the candidates have been cowed 
by this necessity of getting the nod from 
the top before they can publicly announce 








that they seek a major office in the organ- 
ization. 
We’re not here concerned with the fact 


' that this is not democracy. Our concern is 


with the effect this kind of bald maneuver- 
ing has on the young people who are alien- 
ated by a callous display of this sort. 

MUCH PREFERABLE to this “draft” 
would be the election of a triumvirate of Rabbi 
Max Nussbaum of Los Angeles, Max Bressler 
of Chicago and Jacques Torczyner of New 
York. Aside from the geographical distribu- 
.tion, there is the point that these are three 
top people in the organization whose abilities 
and devotion cannot be questioned. 

We find it difficult not to believe that 
Dr. Neumann will not retire from the race. 
In the triumvirate we have just named, he 


can be assured that the work of the Zionist’ 


Organization of America will be carried for- 


ward vigorously and the organization will get . 


a needed shot in the arm. 

VERY LIKELY, it isn’t even Dr. Neu- 
mann who is so eager to go to the wars for 
another year; it could be the palace guard 
without which no Jewish organization seems 
to be able to exist. We hope that in this case 
Dr. Neumann decides to turn a deaf ear to 
their importunations. 

A DISPATCH in the New York Times dated 
July 23, reports Nahum Goldmann’s views—not 
new to readers of The POST and OPINION—to 
the effect that because overt anti-Semitism is 
disappearing, the Jewish group faces a new 
challenge to its existence. 

We're not concerned here with Dr. Gold- 
mann’s views, which we think were very valid 
25 years ago, but with the designation the 
Times gives to him as “The U. S. Religious 
leader.” 


We hardly think Dr. Goldmann will write 
to the Times for a retraction, with the veiled 
threat of a libel suit, but some of our rabbis

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The Shema Is 
Our Catechism

KAM Tempie. Chicago ’ 

Sedra Vaethanan, which concludes Moses’ 
first discourse and embraces most of his sec- 
ond summary address to the children of Israel, 
contains those professions which would have 
become the Jewish catechism if Judaism had 
turned out to be a creed- 
centered faith. For it con- 
tains the Ten Command- 
ments, the Shema and the 
exordium after the Shema 
which custom was wisely en- 
shrined in the Tefillin and 
the Mezuza. 

It was religious genius par 
excellence which made the 
Shema the central doctrine 
of our, faith. However it is

translated, and there naturally have been sev- 
eral interpretations, all agree that there aire 
two major emphases: namely, that God is 
and that God is one. 


IT WAS THE unity of God which most 
distinguished Judaism from the ancient Ori- 
ental and the later Levantine religions, That 
unity, which itself grew out of diversity, as’ 
evidenced by the plural form of Elohim, was 
in stark and active contrast to the polytheism 
and henotheism of the Canaanites, the Egyp- 
tians and the Babylonians. 

Whether the monotonous stretches of 
desert waste bred this monotheism, as Renan 
suggests, or whether it was the inspired in- 
tuition of Abraham and Moses, as our Bible 
suggests, the fact is that while other peoples 
tended to postulate many divine auspices for 
natural phenomena, the Jews made. God the 
sole sponsor of heaven and earth and all that 
is therein. 


NOR WOULD the watchers and guardians 
of the faith concede to the Zoroastrians that 
God was dual—one of Him being Lord of 
light and the other of Him being Lord of evil. 

Nor again would they listen to the en- 
gaging antics of the Trinitarians who ingen- 
iously interwove Plato’s emanations with pagan 
polytheism and thought that they had achieved 
the best of both worlds with a doctrine where- 
in three were one and one was three. 

Nor were they discomfited when Greek 
cynics laughed at their dogmatic certainty 
that God was at all; and again at their lack 
of imagination and generosity that if God was,

He had to be so anti-social and so strictly 
alone. 

Through all these disputes of the gods 
and the everlasting debates about the gods, 
the Jew three times daily proclaimed the 
Shema and wrote the “D” of Echad in capital 
letters, to make clear even to the roving 
eye that Adonai was one and One alone. 


THE BELIEVING world has come around 
to the oneness of God, but there is still the 
unbelieving world, the men and women of 
our time who doubt that God is. And they 
are a motley breed. 


There are those among them who identify 
God with good, but see too little of good in 
the life of men; and there are those who 
identify God with evil and see too much of 
that on earth. And there be those who be- 
lieve that they themselves, fallible men, could 
order the universe more rationally and bring 
a broader measure of justice into the lives 
of men than that which they see about them. 
They would cabin God to their own circle 
and to their own life span and shrink the 
ineffable to the humanly possible. 


And there are those again who fear that 
if they permit the mind to admit the Great 
Intangible, Immeasurable, Inscrutable One, 
they will perforce open the door to the ghosts, 
the goblins and their uncouth relatives, the 
djins and jinxes, who will mess up all reason 
and dethrone common sense. 


THEN THERE are those who wait upon 
the word of the great censor, science, to tell 
them that they must believe. They are not 


_ Satisfied that some of its ordained priests 


have recently allowed as how they may be- 
lieve. 


And among us Jews there are many who 
await a newer revelation from the deeper 
soundings of analytic psychology. 

Haham gadol Freud had dissolved God 
amidst the infantile obsessions of the child- 
hood of the race. 

Perhaps his disciples will succeed in clear- 
ing the snakes and snails from the father 
image and let it shine again from its primord- 
ial heights. 

Awaiting all these developments and re- 
gardless of their issue, the mature Jew will 
join with his fellows and proudly proclaim: 
“Hear, O Israel, the Lord is our God, the 
Lord is one.”

MORTIMER MAY SAYS NEW YORKERS LEAD 
ZOA LESS THAN OTHER ZIONIST GROUPS 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

I refer to the editoria] in your 
issue of July 18. 

I contributed an article to the 
American Zionist in June re- 
garding the geographical dis- 
tribution of top officers in the 
general Jewish and Zionist 
hierarchies. Your editorial would 
jmply that my target was the 
ZOA but such was not the case. 
I certainly agree with you that 
the ZOA has chosen its presi- 
dents in particular with some re- 
gard for the total American 
scene. I am sure that no other 
Zionist organization has come 
ciose to the ZOA in this respect 
and en passant I do not recall a 
president of Hadassah from other 
fhan New York in a long, long 
time. 

YOU WILL NOTE in my ar- 
ticle that I referred specifically 
to American Zionist representa- 
tion in Jerusalem and pointed 


out that 83 per cent of those 
present at the Jast meeting of 
the actions committee were from 
New York. 

If you will look at the boards 
of such outstanding Zionist in- 
stitutions as the JNF and the 
American Zionist Council you 
will find that these are just 
about 100 per cent New York. 
It seems that the constituent or- 
ganizations in designating their 
representatives have made it a 
practice to name only New 
Yorkers to these boards. 


I THINK that a review of the 
major Jewish organizations such 
as those centered in the Presi- 
dent’s conference plus the 
American Jewish Committee 
would show that their presidents 
are from New. York in a ratio 
not very different from that pre- 
vailing in Zionist groups. 

It seems to me that some air- 


ing of this situation is particu- 
larly pertinent not only from 
the unrewarded role played by 
non-New Yorkers in Jewish life, 
but also as a matter of good 
public relations both with and 
without the Jewish community. 

Just a footnote: .My article 


bore no relation in any way to 
Dr. Neumann, I wrote it shortly 


after the meeting of the actions. 


committee last March. I iteel Dr. 
Neumann’s candidacy came from 
a coalescence of forces and a con- 
currence of opinion which gave 
it validity in the premises. I 
feel, too, that the ZOA over a 
period of years has given as 
much if not more real imple- 
mentation to democratic pro- 
cesses than anyother major Jew- 
ish organization.

More Debate on Grounds of Value 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
Having overcome the fear of, 
in the words of the Talmud, 
“introducing one’s head between 
these two great mountains,” I 
offer this humble contribution to 
the debate (between Rabbis 
Blumenthal and Donin on Con- 
servatism and Orthodox)... 


A REAL getting down to 
cases would ask such questions: 
Is Orthodoxy satisfying its own 
requirements when an Orthodox 
synagogue moves its quarters to 
a neighborhood where few of 
its members live, thus implicitly 
inviting them to drive to shul on 
Shabbat? 

Is Conservatism satisfying its 
own requirements when it re- 
fuses to touch such sacred items 
as bar mitzva, kaddish, yizKor, 
which have small status in the 
law, but to which the people 
have attached an unjustified im- 
portance? 

iS EITHER group faithful to 
its own scale of values—the 
teaching of Tora, the cultivation 
of ethical conduct, devotion in 
prayer—or compromising with 
the pressures of popular taste 
in ritual and ceremony? ... 

If both Orthodox and Con- 
servative rabbis can accept the 
Talmudic statement that the 
purpose of the commandment is 
to purify human beings, or ac- 
cording to another translation, 
to bring human beings together, 
why is there not more discus- 
sion of ethical matters at the 
rabbinical conventions, in the 
journals, from the pulpit? ... 

LET THE religious battle be 
fought openly on the grounds 
of value: Which approach will 
preserve Israel? Which approach 
will make more sense philosoph- 
ically? Which movement will de- 
rive more human utility for its 
adherents? Which method will 
do more to reach the aim of the 
Commandments? .. . 

Let the debate go On, by all 
means, but if we have accom- 
plished the step of politeness to 
each other, let us advance one 
more step and change the exam- 
ination from how much was re- 
vealed in each of the legal codes, 
to the vital questions of philo- 
sophy, goals and techniques -- 
and how the latter can serve 
the former. 

To both the Orthodox and the 
Conservative we make a com- 
bined appeal: Lo Bashamayim 


Hi [It (the Tora) is not in heav- 


en] — let us have Jess desperate 
appeals to heaven and less use 
of such pious terms as revela- 
tion, tradition, historical Juda- 
ism, halaha, including the two 
terms Orthodox and Conserva- 
tive. 

Let us have less obsession with 
mehitzot and mixed seating, rit- 
ual and decorum, new and oid 


ketubot. Perhaps a leap to the 
religious implications of outer 
space is too extreme — but be- 
tween us ang the stars there are 
many living issues upon which 
Judaism, and the movements 
within it, should have something 
to say.

Why Korah 


Was Cursed, Others Weren‘t 


e Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

Although not a devotee of Rab- 
bi Weinstein, I read his column 
regularly. At times I agree wi‘th 
his thoughts and at times I do 
not. I am rarely prompted to 
write letters, but his sermonette 
of June 6 prompts this letter. 

THEREIN HE poses the mys- 
tery why Eldag and Medad are 
sanctified persons whereas Korah 
is accursed. The rabbi states: 
“We wish we could find more 
specific information about the 
prophesying of Eldad and Me- 
dad and thus understand why 
their claims to leadership wer 
acceptable to Moses, while those 
of Korah and Dathan were not.” 

There is a basic and funda- 
mental difference in the preach- 
ings of Eldad and those of Korah. 
Both preached against the “cult 
of Moses,” Eldad as a demi- 
god and Korah against the man. 
Eldad and Medad held Moses 
in high reverence as a man and 
leader and preached against his 
possible deification. Moses as a 
man and symbol of the Jewish 
people was most laudworthy, 
but as a god was condemnatory. 
They preached the mortality of 
Moses and that he was subject 
to the laws of nature as is any 
mortal born of woman and that 
the day would come when he 
will surely be called from the 
living. The younger generation, 


symbolized by Joshua, naust be 
groomed for the day which will 
surely come, so that Israel may 
not sink into despair and an- 
archy. 

MOSES, BEING democracy in- 
carnate, welcomed such preach- 
ing. He knew how mortal he 
was and that under no circum- 
stances must he be considered 
indispensable. The authority im- 
posed upon him stemmed from 
J the people and the grave respon- 
Sibility rested with the people 
to select a suitable successor. 

Korah, on the other hand, 
preached against the man. Moses 
was a usurper and the Office 
he occupied was wrongfully 
seized by him. 

“You take too much upon 
you, seeing all the congrega- 
tion are holy, every one of them, 
and the Lord is among them ...” 

Korah’s mistake was that he 
refused te eoncede that the au- 
thority of Moses stemmed from 
the people and only the people 
could take it away. 

IN SHORT, Korah preached 
anarchy; there was no need for 
leadership; that each human 
knew best what was best for 
him in utter disregard of the 
rights of ethers and the rules 
laid down for an organized so- 
ciety.
